March 6, 1964, captioned "Yuri Ivanovich Nosenko, Espionage - 
Russia," and your memorandum to Mr. Thomas L. Hughes, The 
Director of Intelligence and Research Department of State, 
dated February 18, 1964, captioned " 'ssassination of President 
John F. Kennedy - Verification of L:: fry in ’Historic Diary’."
